The treaty makes applicable to 
tlie article of extradition concluded be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain on Aug. 9, 184t, providing for 
the extradition of persons cnarged with 
specified crimes, the additional crimes 
of tna nsl.'i lighter, oounterfeiting .or al- 
tering money and Mnging it into oirou- 
lation. eniljexKlemant, larceny, receiving 
stolen propt-rty, eta, fraud of all kinds, 
perjury rape and abduction, burglary, 
piracy by the laws of nations, revolt or 
conspiracy to revolt on the high seas, 
and ci imes against the laws of both 
countries concerning slavery. Political 
criminals are exempted from the provi- 
sifloaotthe treaty.

Tbomaa A. Brosbear's one of tbe bes* 
citisens of Mnaon County, met with a 
horrible death yesterday mornios at bia 
tobacco warehouse in Charleston Bottom. 

Brief and incomplete details of tbe 
deplorable affair were given in yesterday's 
issue, but at the time tbe Bullktin went 
to press it was not known that tbe affray 
had proved so terribly fatal. 

TheWBffeiieaseiiaitnsted within s hun- 
dred yards or so of Broehearg' Station, 
on ths C. do. Railroad, and at what has 
been knowaforyesrs as Broshears' Land- 
ing, once « prominent Bhippin<-poiut. 

WbeuDrs. Strode and Browning arrived 
on the scene, in response to the hssty sum- 
mons, they fonnd f^roshears insensible. 
He was in a dying condition. Li'e was 
fsst ebbing sway as a rssnlt of the terri- 
ble wounds he had received. It was a 
case where medical skill was of no 
avail, and flfieen minutes after their 
arriv.d the spirit had taken its Hufht, 
and he, who an hour or so belors was a 
strong, robostman, was now stretched out 
before them a corpse. 

The face and head were bbaten and 
bruised, in a ghastly manner, and 
the examination in.idi- showed even 
more ghastly wounds. There were terri- 
ble fractures of the skull, the frontal 
bones and those at the side being crushed 
and broken into a mass—" beaten almost 
into a ]elW ." With such wounds it is re- 
markable th it tbe man survived ai Ion.' 
as be did. ^ There were no cutsor inj uries 
on bis body, bisslayers seemingly having 
aimed their murderous blows only at his 
head. ' 

It is slwsys a difficult matter to get at 

the exa(t facts in snch a deplorable 
affair as this. Broshears was insensible 
when his friends resehsd him and died 
without uttering a word. His \\]>^ were 
sealed in death without opportunity of 
atteriag their version of ths sffray. No 
one was present but the participants, 
'Gua Sullivan, his son, Sam, (aged nine- 
teen or twenty years), and Broehears. 
George Vertner, colored, and Ollie 
Griffith were only a few feet away, but 
were on tbe outside of tbe building end 
did not see the comtnenceuient, nor did 
they see the fatal blows dealt. Thsir ac- 
count is substantially as follows: Tbey 
were assisting Brodhears^n rollin.' nev- 
eral hogsheads of tobacco out of the 
building preparatory to shipping it on 
the steamer to Cincinnati. Kullivan, ac- 
companied by his son, called to see about 
selling some old tobacco at Cincinnati in 
which he and Broshears were both inter- 
ested. After soms other conversation 
about it, Broshesrs said to the elder Sul- 
livan : "I understand you have been tell- 
ing that I had been offered 11 cents for 
this tobacco and that I wouldn't sell it. 
If you have told such a story, you told 
a lie." This was while Griffith and 
Vertner were present. The two latter 
started to roll a hogshead from the door 
to the corner of the house, and left Bro- 
shears standing near the center of the 
room, with theSullivans a few feet dis- 
tant from him and on diflerenti siiies. It 
was not a minute's work to roll the 
hogsbsad to the point dssignated. When 
Griflith returned ti the door, he saw 
Broshears lying on tbe floor, with 'Uus 
Sullivan oa top holding him aad hia soa 
standing over him with a ln'avy spade 
in hand. Broshears was apparently in- 
sensible, but young Sullivan raised the 
spado and w;(rt in the act of strikini; an- 
other blow, when Uritlith cilled to him 
and stopped him. When Griffith and 

Vertner came up, younj; Sulliv.in naid to 
his father : " Come on and let's get away 
from here." "I want my knife first," was 
the answer, and the elder Rulli van turned 
the body over as if looking for the 
weapon. Young Sullivan repeated his 
remark. "Well, I guess he has got 
enough," was his father's reply, and the 
two hurried away. 

Such is Griffith and Vertner's account 
of the affray, as developed at the Coro- 
ner's inquest yesterday sfternoon, held 
by 'Squire Vicroy. The two were not 
out of view of the partisa' mora than a 
minute, yet in that time Broshears bad 
received tbe deadly blows. It is the be- 
lief of bis friends that be was knocked 
insensible at tbe first blow, and was 
then beaten to death. 

His sUyers hurried to town. Near the 
furniture fsctory, tbey met Sheriff Alex- 
ander, snd surrendered to him. They 
were taken before Judge Coons, who 
committed them to jail to await their ex- 
amining trial, whioh issst for to-monow 
at 2 p. m. 

A representative of the Bullktim ac- 
companied Dr. Strode and Mr. Jaoob 
Wormald to the jail yesterday afternoon. 
To the inquiry, " iiow did all this hap- 
pen?" 'GnsSnUIvaarapUad: 

" Ha oaUad ma a |— d d— a lyiag a— a 



of h— h.and atrnck mr on ihe bead wi h 
H stick. I ducked my head and run in 
nndi r him and kn')ckfld him down. Fie 
sent for me to see about the tobacco. I 
didn't go there for a fuss. He 
SSked me what I had done with tbe 
pike. I suw hr WHS in a bad humor and 
Mid to 8am let's leave and go and look 
at Ihe land. I was thinking about rent- 
ing some ground in tbe neighborhood 
from Dr. Sbackleford, and was to let him 
kaow la a day or so " 

In answer tothequeation what he strnrk 
Broxbeara with he said: '*Only with 
my fists." When told that Broehears was 
dead he said: ''Well, I am sorry for if. 
I didn't have anything against hiw. 
Tom Broehears wss an overl>earing man. 
I don't know what the people of Gbsrlea- 
ton Ik)ttom have against me." 

During the ooaversalioa yoaag Sulli- 
van also slated that Broi-hears called bis 
father a g— d d— n, old-whiskered, lying 
s— n of b— b ; that Broshears struck st 
him (Sam) with a sjick, hut be threw up 
bis arm and was not hurt ; that after this 
he didn't know exactly what did take 
place. 

The elder Sullivan has a cut on the left 
forehead about two inchee long, where 
he says Broshears struok him with s 

ttick. , 
Such are the particuars of this terrible 

tratiedy as f ir as leirnol. None stood 
higher in the community thnu Broshears. 
He had always been regnrded as one of 
t'le (luiotesr, most peaceable, orderly and 
law-abi iing ciiizius in the county. He 
was a man of sobriety snd integrity, a 
thorough-goinv, straight-forward bosiness 
man, the soul of h mor,— a mun wlio 
would disdain to take unfair advantage of 
any one, and who nevt-r intermeddled 
with other people's affairs. He war 
esteemed a^d respected wherever known, 
and bis friends and nei;ihb<irs are lerrihly 
wrought up over bis awful death. He 
beloniied to one of tbe old families of Fh>' 
county. H is father, .Middleton Brosbeirs. 
died some years sgo and bis mother lust 
fall. He was about fiftv years of age, nmi 
onmarried. Four brothers and two sisters 
survive him. Hi^ remains will be inier< 
red to-morrow morning, *t the burryinw- 
grouml in Charlet>t)n Bottom, after 
funeral sei vices nt ttie family residence 
at 10 o'clock liy liev. J. K. U'ri^fit. ol this 
city. 

The deir-^ased an exOonfederate. 
He went in at tlie commencement of the 
war, and was one of the lir,tv.'8t o' tlie 
members of Company F. of Gaoo'a 
Regiment .

The man who is said to have played a 
more important part than Cooney in the 
blood/ drama of the Cronin conspiracr 
and Mtohery was arrested in St Louto 
Monday evening by Officer Thomas of 
the Central station. The man has been 
sought long and vainly and the autiuni- 
ties had almost given up all bopw of 
being able to capture him. 

Chief :\Iar.-.!i was very reticent and re- 
fused to i-oiiiii'Mi the reports. There is 
no (loulit lioweve r that an important 
arrest liui> been made. 

Partfcnlan of tha Arraat. 

St. I.ni i-;. Fel). 19.— Yesterday even- 
ing Ofhcer ThoMiiis, of CMiicagO, and De- 
tectives !• rieti and Ziegler, of this city, 
arrested a man who is Biis]ie( f ei| of 
, being coiinei tcd with the nuinlT of 1 »r. 
'Croniii iii ( 'lii' ago in -May last. It is not 
known in what (lail of thi? city flie man 
was arrested, a« all information in re- 
gard to it is 8U/)pressed l)y the police au- 
thoritioa. The man arieste l is not a citi- 
zen of Wt. l.,«mis, hut is a straiiger who 
has been in tlie habit of viuitin.; here at 
intervals. He is closely gnarded at the 
police station, and no <me is allowed ac- 
cess to his celL CSiief Huebler intimate:) 
that the arrest idll cause a sensation if 
the man proves to be the man wlunn 
CUoaKo oifloials auspect him to be. 

Six weeks ago Detective Thomas ar- 
rived in St. Louis in search of his man, 
but found tliat he had flown a day or 
two before. The detective has been on 
his trail ever since and says that he fol- 
lowed liiin through nearly every 
southern city. The man reiurnt^d here 
last Sunday and the |)olice say he was 
arretsted oil tlie street. His di s'-ription 
is given a> lollowf^: Medium size, live 
feet beven iuclies in height, weight about 
idOiKiunds, dark hair and darkmua- 
taobe. 

Chief Huebler stated positively tliat he 
is not "Cooney the Fox." Ixx-al niem- 
baw of the C"lan-na-(»ael say tliat tliey 
are unaware of the presence in the city 
of any one connected with the Cronin 
oew, and cannot imagine who the sus- 
paet is, if he ia not "The Fox." 

Later— The man arrested as being 
connected with the murder of Dr. Cro- 
nin^ has jutt been interviewed by a 
United Pre^s reporter. He said: "My 
name John B. Kelley. I had nothing 
to do with the murder of Dr. Cronin. I 
admitted to tha chief of police, however, 
that I am the party tha Chiiuigo police 
are looking for. It ia a case of mistaken 
identity. 1 first visitea Cliicago Feb. 15, 
1889. I left there the latter part of June 
the same year. I have never belong^ed 
to the Clan-na-Gael or any other Irish 
organization. I know none of the j>eo- 
ple accused of nnirdering Dr. Cronin. 
The only Irish agitator I know is Thomiw 
Desmond, of .San Francis<'0. 1 came to 
St. I^uis Aug. 15 la.st. .and have l)oard- 
ed at the People's house, corner fourth 
and Lucas avenue, over since. " 

The prisoner appeared ill at case and 
tried to evade all direct i|uestions. He 
denied knowing Alexander .Sullivan. He 
■tated that he was a clerk, but refused 
to say where he had been employed. 

Detective Thomiis. of Chicago, stated 
■ince the interview that Kelley is be- 
]i»T«dto be Smith the man who drove 
Dr. Cronin to the Carlson cottage on the 
night of May 4 last The proprietor of 
the People's house corroborates Kellev's 
story an to boar ding there since Aug. 15.

PncBViLLE, Ky., Feb. 19. — Ellison 

Mounts was hange.l at this plai'e yester- 
day for parU< ipating in the murder of 
Miss Alafair McCoy and her brother. He 
was cool to tlie hut, and aa the black 
cap wan pulled over his face, declared 
that the Hat held outlaw gutg foroad 
him to engage in the murder. The drop 
fell at U:,i7 o'clock. 

The execution was practically public. 
The soattold was erected in the outskirts 
of the town in a valley overlooked by 
the graveyard. A amul board fence 
was Duilt around the instrument of 
death, more to avoid the law prohibiting 
public hanuing, tlutn to prevent the 
multitude from witnessing the proceed- 
ings.
